Hartigan brings $14,500 to Phoenix Center

GRANITE CITY — Attorney 
General Neil F.-Hartigan visited 
the Phoenix “Crisis Center on 
Thursday to present its director 
with a $14,500 check from the 
Violent Crime Victims’ Assis- 
tance Program. 

The chéck was the second 
installment. in a $29,000 1983 
grant to’ Phoenix, which provides 
shelter, ‘counseling and other 
services to victims of domestic 
violence in the Quad City area. 

Phoenix also gets funding 
from the Tri-Cities Area United 
Way and donations of money and 
goods from area churches and 
individuals. 

The crime victims program is 
funded through fines levied by 
judges against those convicted of 
violent crimes. 

Since its inauguration in 1985, 
the program has provided 
almost $5 million to 130 Illinois 
agencies that help victims of 
abuse and violence and $6 mil- 
lion in direct compensation to 
victims of violent crimes. 

The. attorney general said he 
was visiting some of the pro- 
grams around the state ‘‘to get a 
sense of what we could do and 
how we could do it better.” 

Nationwide, Hartigan said, 
“We spend hi of millions 
of dollars protecting the rights of 
criminals. The other side of 
that — the protection of the 
rights of victims — is virtually 
non-existent.”” 

Hartigan said Illinois “has

jacks carry the—trait_and— 
one in 400 blacks develops sickle 
cell anemia. 

“If someone carries the trait, 
it does not mean that they have 
sickle cell anemia or are sick. 
They themselves may be 
healthy,” Thomas said. 
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However, sufferers of sickle 
cell anemia rarely live beyond 
young adulthood. Many die in 
childhood. 

“Sickle cell anemics are usu- 
ally diagnosed in childhood. The 
abnormality can also be discov- 
ered in prenatal screenings. 

“‘It-is very important for a 
woman’s doctor to know if she 
has ‘sickle cell if she is pregnant. 
It is also important to have chil- 
dren of black ancestry tested at 
an_early age,” Thomas said. =. 

“As children, sickle cell suf- 
ferers are sick a lot and usually 
have mild to severe anemia. As 
they grow up, their body may 
adjust to the anemia. Eventual- 
ly, they probably will have a 
sickle cell crisis,"’ she said.

A sickle cell screening is. the 
only way to discover if the 
hemoglobin gene abnormality 
which causes sickle cell is pres-~ 
ent. 

There is no cure for sickle cell 
anemia_at this time. Persons of 
black ancestry can help prevent 
this disease by being tested and 
having. their children tested; 
Thomas said. 

“If a test is positive, we can 
run a second test to determine 
whether the person has the dis- 
ease or the trait for the. dis- 
ease.”

John J. Hopkins, a Granite 
City attorney whose statement 
appeared in the Sept. 1 issue, 
criticized prosecutors’ withdraw- 
al of charges against Alderman 
Daniel Partney and two Granite 
City police officers. 


Hopkins’ statement was great- 
ly condensed due to time and 
space limitations. 


A typographical error. in the 
following (paragraph, which was 
condensed in the published ver- 
sion, reversed Hopkins’ intended

meaning. The uncondensed para- 
graph read: sf 


“Despite the constant-rantings 
by Mr. Partnéy, I did not begin 
this ‘investigation into the 
(alleged) cheating on the 
sergeants promotional examina- 
tion. to derail his mayoral ambi- 
tions. The voters of Granite City 
have twice rejected Mr. Part- 
ney’s attempts to occupy City 
Hall. I have no doubt that they 
will have the good sense to turn 
him down should he try for a 
third time.” 


He would be surprised if Part- 
ney is elected as the next mayor 
and bitterly opposes such a pos- 
sibility; he thinks it would be a 
mistake by voters if it occurs, he 
said Thursday afternoon. 


Hopkins verbally predicted 
there will be additional develop- 
ments in the controversy over 
Police Department promotion 
tests. 


One of the initial investigators 
of test score allegations, Hopkins 
pointed out that his departure 
from the position of assistant 
city attorney was due to his own 
decision. 


He believes successful han- 
dling of the police case was 
complicated by premature dis- 
closure of allegations, and by 
less-than-vigorous efforts by the 
Office of the State’s Attorney of 
Madison County. State’s*Attor- 
ney Dick Allen and the special 
prosecutor deny they neglected 
their duties in any way. 


Hopkins stressed that he 
assembled what he considered 
adequate evidence, and that 
when others took over the case 
he feels they should have decid- 
ed whether it was adequate 
before indictments were sought 
and trial preparations were 
made. 


Statements headed ‘‘Withdraw- 
al of charges criticized’’ and 
“No politics in dropping of char- 
ges’? were published together on 
Thursday’s editorial page, 
expressing opposing viewpoints. 

The latter commentary, by 
Leon G. Scroggins, Partney’s 
attorney, also was condensed.

GRANITE CITY — Rose 
Mary Scherer had her whole life 
ahead of her. She was the'single 
girl next door who had every- 
thing going for her — bright, 
considerate and exuberant. Her 
career, family and friends gave 
her all the joy she needed. 

But on Aug. 31 her life tragi- 
cally ended in a fata) car crash 
on the Poplar Street Bridge. She 
apparently was on her way 
home to her apartment in Bren- 
twood after getting off from 
work at St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center, Granite City, where she 
was a registered dietitian. 

‘The car she was driving was 
struck from behind by an out-of- 
state recreational vehicle during 
a-late-rush-hour traffic snarl. 
Both vehicles were uickly 
engulfed in flames, and Rose 
Mary, who was 30, died, trapped 
inside her automobile. The four 
people in the RV survived. 

‘Those who knew her expressed 
feelings of emptiness, shock, vul- 
nerability and horror at her vio- 
lent death. They described the 
Toss as something similar to los- 
ing a brother or sister. No one 
‘could find any sense or logic to 
-it- 

Earlier in the day, Rose Mary 
had been her unusual hap- 
py-go-lucky self, singing in the 
office, lifting people’s spirits and 
making everyone laugh. “‘She 
seem: to love life and every- 
thing in‘it,”” said Edna Hayes, a 
friend and co-worker. 

The day after, associates in 
the Dietary Department gath- 
ered with social workers to come 
to grips with the reality of her 
untimely death. During the 
meeting, many happy. memories 
of her were shared in a room 
crowded with fellow workers. It 
was evident she had touched 


many people’s-lives, even though- 


she had only worked at the med- 
ical center for a little over a 
year. 

“It's amazing how many 
people’s lives she influenced 
here,’ said Mark Peters, a fel- 
low dietitian. 

‘What: lives in his mind and the 
minds of many are her constant 
smile and her cheerfulness. ‘‘She 
was always chipper,” said Bon- 
nie Golden: ‘“‘She was always 
smiling, always laughing.”’ . z

MADISON — Much like John

Quayle passes 
all health tests

-.WASHINGTON — Indiana 
Sen: Dan eae is prone to get- 
ting nosebl , has a slight case 
of sun exposure, and needs to 
bring down his cholesterol level, 
according to his medical evalua- 
tion released by his Washington 
office yesterday. 

But, overall, Dr. Robert C.J. 
Krasner, the attending physician 
of the Congress, said the Repub- 
lican Vice Presidential nominee, 
who would like to be a heartbeat 
away from the presidency, was 
in “excellent health without any 
active problems.” 

Quayle; 41, went through a 
-physical-examination August 1 
that concluded his health was 
satisfactory, ‘‘except for a small 
erosion with a superficial blood. 
vessel on the right side’ of his 
nasal septum that has been the 
source ‘of past nosebleeds. 

To keep himself in shape, 
Quayle has regularly exercised 
‘an a stationary bicycle one to 
three times per week—a habit 
that may become extinct as he 
hits- the rigors of the vice presi- 
dential campaign trail. Spokes- 
man-Jeff Nesbit said the senator 
now plans to “‘run’’ on the cam- 
paign trail for exercise. The 
medical evaluation shows the 


* senator apparently takes no oth- 
_er prescription medication and 


does not smoke. 


The report also details «that 
Quayle used a “topical steroid’’ 
to alleyiate the symptoms. of the 
seasonal allergic rhinitis; an 
inflammation of the nasal 
mucous membrane. 

Occasional outbreaks of 
“actinic keratosis’’—a roughen- 


ing of the surface of his skin on 
his face—has been attributed to 
sun exposure. The Senator is 
being treated with liquid nitro- 
gen. “That just means he can’t 
go out and play golf without sun- 
tan lotion,” said Nesbit. 

Krasner said Quayle ‘‘should 
be reevaluated periodically and 
continue to use sun screen when 
out in the sun.”” 

Quayle’s —internal---organs 
appeared to be functioning nor- 
mally, including a clean chest 
X-ray and EKG (electrocardio- 
gram) to evaluate the smooth 
rhythm of the ‘heart. 

The Soctor’s -Prepins, detected 
a “small rect fissure’ which 
was not active during an exami- 
nation. The senator was advised 
to have a routine screening sig- 
moidoscopy to check for cancer, 
or other complications, during 
the next year. 

To .help Bring, down an 
increased level of cholesterol, 
Quayle was advised—as many 
Americans are—to observe a 
healthful diet. Quayle had a cho- 
lesterol figure of 228. i 
- Quayle eats a light lunch and 
watches what he eats for break- 
fast, his spokesman said. 

Quayle has a low white blood 
count, scoring 5.0 on a scale of 
5.0 to 10.0; a high sodium level 
(147 against a scale that is con- 
sidered normal from 133 to 145) 
and a high potassium level (5.1 
against a permissible scale of 3.5 
to 5.0). 

The Office of the Attending 
Physician has studied Quayle 
since 1977, when he first came to 
Congress. He has never had a 
major medical problem, the doc- 
uments show.

“capacity crowds” of upward of 
500 students. 

“He talks about Central Amer- 
ica—and touches upon the con- 
tra-gate Iran-gate issue,” Berg 
said. “At a lot of the bigger uni- 
versities there can be a lot of 
protestors— but nothing violent.” 

In May 1987, Owen testified he 
met North in July 1983 while a 
member of Quayle’s staff. Dur- 
ing his tenure with Quayle from 
March 1982 to November 1983, 
Owen has said he aided some 
Hoosier constituents who were 
interested in Central America. 

As a Quayle staffer, Owen 
introduced North to John Hull, a 
Indiana native who admits 
orchestrating arms deliveries to 
the contras. 

In 1984, less than two years 
after he.left the Indiana sena- 
tor’s staff, Owen landed on the 
payroll of contra leader Adolfo 

alero at $2,500 a month plus 
expenses. 

Owen was hired as a State 
Department consultant in Costa 
Rica in 1985, and allegedly 
diverted thousands of dollars in 
U.S. humanitarian aid to buy 
arms for the contras- 

The former Quayle staffer told 
Iran-contra investigators that 
from late- 1984 to mid-1985, his 
activities included walking a 
“fine line” between legality and 
illegality. Owen routed informa- 
tion to the contras—including 
military maps and photos—when 
Congress had banned U.S. aid 
ane military advice to the reb- 
els. 3

Gov. James R. Thompson said 
he will sign, with changes, legis- 
lation that begins improvements 
in Chicago schools. But he warn- 
ed that “true reform has yet to 
be crafted.”” 

overnor said, ““The Chi- 

strike of last fall left 

only one itive imprint — but 
it was an important one. 

“It drew into action concerned 
parents and communities 
demanding greater involvement 
inthe education of their chil- 
dren. a 

“They organized to. express 
their concerns. 

“They lobbied to express. their 
frustration. And they made their 
voices heard to express the 
urgency of their educational 
needs. 

“They learned how state gov- 
ernment works and they fol- 
lowed the legislative process. 

“Phat action was a_healthy 
sign of interest in Chicago's 
future. 

“As one outcome of their 
extensive efforts, I looked for- 
ward in this session to receiving 
a bill that would have both ener- 
gized the educational process in 
Chicago and funded critical edu- 
cational needs in the city and 
elsewhere. 

““That did not happen. 

“The bill I received from the 
Legislature is but a beginning. It 
rearranges the bureaucracy, giv- 
ing more power to parents cen- 
tered around their local schools. 
That is good. 

“But it does not do nearly 
enough to improve the way in 
which our children are taught. 
And that is the ultimate aim of 
reform. 

‘*We must begin at once to 
build on the foundation laid. 

“Illinois has already drafted 
the blueprints to accomplish real 
education reform. 

“The Education Reform Act of 
1985 was passed by the Legisla- 
ture and it teceived national 

raise for its depth and compre- 
ensive understanding of what 
must be done in our schools. 

“That program has yet to be 
fully realized and it is the pane: 
cle to which we must rise before 
we can be satisfied that true 
education reform is in place.” 

Thompson said his amendato- 
ry veto- would be applied to Sen- 
ate Bill 1839 to make improve- 
ments in the following areas:

*Local School Improvement 
Councils should sunset ‘once the 
initial elections of Local School 
Councils are completed. 

FINANCIAL CHANGES. 

*School Improvement Plans 
will be required to estimate the 
costs and timeframe for address- 
ing .essential educational ele- 
ments, such as the prioritization 
of educational services with lim- 
ited resources; 

Early childhood education; 

Setting an adequate ratio of 
students to counselors; 

Reducing class siz 

Reducing overcrowded 
schools; dropouts and optional 
education; 

And the removal of disruptive 
students. 

«The City’s Systemwide Plan 
will be required to address the 
effect of all the School Improve- 
ment Plans and to lay out specif- 
ic financial and personnel plans 
to meet the local requirements. 

Clarify the use of State Chap- 
ter 1 funds, assuring no major 

financial gap in the school bud- 
get while make sure funds are 
used for this purpose 

: ire that a smali amount 
of funds be held centrally for use 
among schools at a subdistrict, 
rather than individual school lev- 
els, for priority programs.

MORE 
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Ex-chancellor files . 
suit against college

BELLEVILLE — Duri his 
last few years as chancellor of 
BAC, Bruce Wissore had several 
run-ins with the college’s Board 
of Trustees, disputes it eventu- 
ally cost Wissore his job. 

It’s been almost nine months. 
since’ the board removed Wissore 
as chancellor and placed him on 
the business fact me And they. 
still have not settled their differ- 
ences. 

Wissore’s attorney, Edward 
Brennan, filed a lawsuit against 
the board in St. Clair County 
Circuit Court on Aug. 29, charg- 
ing the board has not honored 
the terms of Wissore’s two-year 
contract, which he signed on 
Aug. 16, 1987, and which expires 
June 30, 1989. The suit asks for: 

$64,394.85 in salary losses and 
$5,151.59 in payments to the 
State University Retirement Sys- 
tem (SURS) from Dec. 13 
through June 30, 1989. 

°$6,617 in vacation pay, $5,294 
in sick leave pay and $953 in 
SURS payments’ for the same 
time period. 

°$3,358 for'10 compensatory 
leave days and $269 in SURS 

'yments for the period up to 

. 12, 1987 (the date Wissore 
was fired). 

°$1,600 in tuition reimburse- 
ment for 16 hours of law classes, 
at $100 r hour, that Wissore 
took at St. Louis University last 
year. 

«Reimbursement for expenses 
he incurred by using his own car 
(his contract called for BAC to 
provide a car and to pay for gas 
and other costs). 

eAn amount for future lost 
SURS payments. * 

Brennan and Wissore contend 


-the above items were guaran- 


teed in Wissore’s contract, but 
the board has withheld payments 
on them. s 

Brennan said the lawsuit: was 
filed as a last resort after it 
became clear that negotiations 
with BAC Board Attorney 
Becker were going nowhere. 

“Obviously, there’s a disa, 
ment on the interpretation of the 
contract,”” Brennan said. 

Brennan would not comment 
on how close the ‘ested sides had 
come to an aj nent. 

Becker sata be thought. the 
two sides were close to a settle- 
ment, “but obviously I was 
wrong.” He said he thii the 
filing of the lawsuit will not has- 
ten an agreement but will 
instéad make it harder for an 
agreement to be reached. 

“T can’t read the-minds of the 
board members but I think they 
will have a negative reaction to 
it,” Becker said.. “I think this 
will cause them to dig in their 
heels for a long fight.” 

The board did authorize-a 
$75,000 payment to Wissore_in 
December for unused vacation 
days, sick leave days and com- 
pensatory leave days that he had 
accumulated since April 16, 
when his contract began. 

Board member Robert Dintel- 
mann said that Wissore’s con- 
tract should have been settled 
long ago. 

“‘My personal feeling is that 
the board is obligated to. fulfill 
his contract,”’ Dintelmann said. 

He said he believes an agree- 
ment was never reached because 
certain board members want to 
get in their digs at Wissore. 

“I think it’s a case of board 
members wanti to get him,” 
Dintelmann said. .Dintelmann 
would not identify any board 
members by name. 


Teaching role 
for Mansfield

WASHINGTON — For -Mike 
Mansfield, life after. Capitol Hill 
is a seat at the front of the 
class. 

Over the last few weeks, 
Mansfield, once a mover and 
shaker as head of the staff of the 
late Rep. Mel Price, has been 
combing the stacks in the 
Library of Congress to prepare 
for his next job — junior college 
history teacher. Classes begin 
Sept. 6, but Mansfield won't tell 
where he will teach, saying he 
wants to protect his privacy. 

Mansfield, 34, was Price’s top 
lieutenant in Washington for the 
lasi three years and held a num- 
ber of positions on Price's staff 
for the previous seven years. 
Rather” than continue to help 
shape laws, Mansfield's decided 
to share his experiences on Capi- 
tol Hill with the younger genera- 
tion. 

“I had some offers on the 
Hill," Mansfield said. “I’m doing 
what I want to do right now. So 
I’m lucky.”* 

Mansfield returned to the IIli- 
nois 2Ist District in March in an 
unsuccessful attempt to win the 
Democratic primary and suc- 
ceed his mentor in Congress. 

. He returned -to Washington, 
but in April the 83-year-old Price 
died of cancer. Mansfigld ran 
the Washington office til for- 
mer St. Clair County Board 
chairman Jerry Costello on Aug. 
9 won a special election over 
Republican Robert Gaffner. 

Mansfield wouldn’t say wheth- 
er Costello, his rival in- the 
March primary, offered to keep 
him on the staff. But during the 


time the office was vacant 
Mansfield decided to enter 
teaching. : 

‘I had to realize toward the 
end it got kind.of slow there,” 
said Mansfield, who was usually 
busy because of Price’s clout on 
the House Armed Service Com- 
mittee. 

“T like being busy, so I’m 
working harder now than I hav 
been for a long time.”” ~ 

Mansfield said he received a 
master’s degree in history in 
1979 from, Southern Illinois Uni- 


_ versity. He later spent three 


years at Believille Area College 
teaching history and govern- 
ment. 

While he was willing to talk 
about his experiences, Mansfield 
declined to say exactly where 
he'll be teaching, other than it 
will be at a junior college in sub- 
urban Washington, D.C. % 

“You make a lot of enemies’ 
in politics, he said, adding that 
he didn’t want his former experi- 
ences to intrude somehow on his. 
new work. 

Mansfield took the local offer 
over a similar one in Clemson, 
S.C., so his wife, Jan, could con- 
tinue as a civil engineer at the 
Voice of America. 

_ “She has the better job and 
it’s tough to get up and leave on 
a moment’s notice,” he said. 

Mansfield said he will begin 
teaching world civilization ‘and 
American history to freshmen 
and sophomores. Since the U.S. 
history.course stops at about 
Civil War Reconstruction, his 
students will have to await the 
second semester to learn of 
Price’s achievements of 43 years 
in the House.
